is, that what has given Occafion to it, did not 
proceed from them: That they with with ali their 
Heart, that the Affsirs which did give the Occa- 
fion, and at the fame Time the former Union and 
Confidence, might be eftablifhed on that ancient 
Foot they were heretofore, to which they are dif- 
pofed to contribute al] that can be reafonably ex- 
pected of them.
